JEWELS OF ALUM. 


How to Make Them for Charade* and 


Amateur Theatricals. 


A very pretty and amusing way ot 


making jewelry to be us.ed in the pro- 
duction of • charades or in Juvenile 
amateur theatricals Is here shown. 
Dissolve a pound of alum in a quart of 
hot water and suspend in the saturated 
solution a crown or some other shaped 
form made of wire and covered with 
strips of flannel or -wound with woolen 
threads. In ortlei to obtain the very 
best results It is utcessai-y to select a 
vessel of glass with an even, highly 
polished ius-lUe surface, which must 
remain undisturbed for twenty-four 
hours in a quiet place after the solu- 
tion of alum has beeu poured In and 
the article to be covered with crystals 
has been subpended so as to hnng free 
In the solution without touching on 
any side. A cool room is preferable, 
for the crystals covering the wire will 
then be larger ana uioiv brilliant. 


After reumiuiug: tn only-four hours 


In the solution the article, now covered 
with crystals, can be withdrawn, and 
will keep indefinitely iii a dry place. 
The addition of some chemicals will 
rebult in very fine color effects; thus 
the use o.. iron alum will bring forth 
very line blue crystals, aud chromo 
alum equally Hue yellow oues. The 
simplest auditions for coloring the 
crystals, while not bringing about fine 
results, are a few drops of ordinary 
ulue-black writing Ink or of a bolutiou 
ot litimus, which can easily be obtain- 
ed in any diug store.

The problem is to bee how many 


coins can be dropped Into a wine glass 
iilliHl quite to the brim with water 
without making the water overflow, 
Were you to be told tluxt the glass will 
hold as many as twenty qu.ii leib or 
shillings after it is quite full of water 
you would all shout, ''Impossible;" 
however, a tiial will prove to you the 
truth of this surprising statement. 
Wipe Hie glass dry so that not a ves- 
tige of moisture clings to it either iu- 
slde or out; then, with a vessel having 
a spout, till it skn\ly and carefully' 
with water to the exact brim. Now 
with steadj hand very gently drop in 
the coins, holding: them edgewise. As 
soon as the coin touches the water let 
It fall, so that as little disturbance as 
possible will be made. As each coin 
goes iu the vater rises a trifle above 
the brim until its elevation is readily 
perceptible to the eye. Of course, 
there comes a time when just one more 
com \v ill make it overflow, but you can 
stop just before this occurs. The 
scientific explanation of this interest- 
ing experiment is that the "attraction 
of gravity" is not ao gient as the "co- 
hesive attraction" of the \\ater-that 
is to say, up to a certain point.

Merc-bunt*; are refusing to sell 
thorn any supplies, nnd representatives 
of organized labor have refiise3 to pa- 
tronlie anybody who takes soldier's 
money for anything or supplies any of 
his wants. 


Messengers Strike In Philadelphia. 
Philadelphia. July 28.— The fever of 


striking, which seems to have taken 
possession of the telegraph messenger 
boys In -various cities, reitchefl here, 
wlioh. approximately, nearly two hun- 
Qrtcl out of a tolnl of mor*1 than liye 
hundred employed by tl|e dlfl'erent 
companies!, struck for higher wngps. 
rjl'l)c.v now receive twb cents a message 
and the night feliift fifty cents a night. 
In addition, no payment Is made on 
nieocagpR undelivered. The boys want 
tp bo paid for the latter and demand, 
three cents a message nnd sixty cents 
for nicht work. The strike originated 
at tho Central office of the Western 
Union Company, Tenth and Chestnut 
streets, and was taken up by a number 
of boys at ttie other offices In the fi- 
nancial and business sections of the 
city. 


A Dozen Strikers Arraigned. 


Kvnnsvllle, Ind., July 28.— A dozen 


Striking miners have been arrested 
and taken before Judge Hawkins, of 
the Circuit Court, for violating" the in- 
junction Issued against them a month 
aso. As the colored non-union miners 
at! John Ingal's mine came oirt, they 
were mot by 300 people, mostly women 
and children, who carried tin tans und 
horn*. They kept up a continual up- 
roar, and several of the non-union dig- 
gers nulled their guns. Trouble' was 
ImmirXnt, and deputies stepped in and 
dispersed "the crowds. 


One Ohio Sfrlke Settled. 


Yonngstown, Ohio, July 28.— By the 


men's accepting the proposition of 
Manager Campbell to pay the same 
wages as were in effect prior to 3892, 
since when there had been three re- 
ductions, the big strike among em- 
ployes of the finishing mills was set- 
tled.

COLONIZE CRUSOE'S LAND. 


Chll«»n» Will Sottle Where Defoe'* Hero 


Lived. 


The Island on which Robinson Cru- 


soe was wrecked, and Which now be- 
longs to tbe Chilean government, is 
about to be turned into a settlement. 
Almost every one knows that when 
Defoe drew Ills story of Crusoe it was 
tho story of Alexander Selkirk, and it 
is remarkable how closely Deloe kept 
to the facts of Selkirk's existence on 
tho isle. 


Kveu the t>tory of Crusoe's man Fri- 


day was a foundation of truth in the 
fact that Selkirk found and adopted a 
stray Indian. This man bad become 
separated from a parly of Indians who 
had lauded on the island, and, having 
lost himself in the woods, was left 
behind by his people. The death of 
Selkirk's solitary companion did not 
occur iu such u dramatic manner, how- 
ever, as did that of Crusoe's Friday, 
for Selkirk's retainer was drowned 
while lishing for his master's dinner. 


Barren as the place seemed to Sel- 


kiik when he was tirst marooned upon 
it, it now contains many flourishing 
spots. Tbe fruit trees which he plant- 
ed more tlmti 200 years ago have re- 
produced themselves, and 
peaches, 
pears, quinces and grapes are to be 
had in abundance. A man who had 
a stock farm on tbe island for some 
reason abandoned the undertaking 
soveral years ago and turned his live 
stock loose. Tho result is that cattle, 
sheep, goats and pigs are now found 
there in a wild state, so that the new 
colonists are likely to have some good 
sport if they have a turn for hunt- 
tag. 


In addition to this, the sea swarms 


with codfish, which should provide 
pleasant ocupation for the anglers. 
The settlers, therefore, are likely to be 
abundantly supplied with meat, fish 
and fruit. 


Up to tbe present time, the island, 


whu h is in the Pacific ocean, has been 
ocupied by a fow German and Chilean 
families, numbering about 15 persons 
In all. It is now proposed by the Chil- 
ean rrovernmVnt to turn the island into 
a regular colony, and about 150 hardy 
Chileans will form the nucleus of the 
now settlement, which is is proposed 
to christen "Orusoe island."

Gunboats Deceived the 
Natives— 


Cavalry Advances on the Town 
and the Infantry Ploughs Through 
the Marshes—The Enemy Suffers 
Heavy Loss. 
Manila. July 28.-Gen. Hall defeated 


Gen, Malabar's garrison of 300 Fili- 
pinos at Calaniba after a sharp run- 
ning fight, cutting1 through the nortb 
and south avenue of the enemy. The 
expedition was under the supervision 
of Gen. Lawton. Four bundled Wash- 
ington troops, armed with Krag-Jor- 
geusens, nnd Hamilton's 
Mountain 


Battery left Paslg nnd joined Capt, 
Elteuheud, -with 450 men of Hie 21t,t 
Infantry, 350 cavalrymen and tbe army 
gunboats Napldan and Oeste. 


The gunboats concealed near Tallin 


Inland headed southwest, deceiving the 
Gala moans'1 Into believing that they 
were intending to attack Santa' Cruz. 
Suddenly, they landed the cavalry and 
the men ot tbe tilst Infantry a mile 
nortli of Calaniba. A twelve-foot rise 
of the lake had flooded the Filipino's 
trendies, hence there was no opposi- 
tion on tbe part of the enemy until tho 
cavalry •« cr(> tfwlmming tbe river. Tbe 
Filipinos then fired volleys at the 
Americans. Capt. McGrath ana Lieut 
Bateson Swan secured a cnsco, on 
which they ferried the cavalrymen 
across the river. 


The cmulw advanced upon the town 


while tbe 21st detachment ploughed 
through tbe marshes and circled the 
foothills to the west, preventing a re- 
treat of the enemy on the sides. They 
jtheu swung to the southeast, flanking 
"the enemy, who retired Into the town. 
'After fighting there In the streets they 
escaped south to Santa Torauz. Tbe 
Washington troops, under the cover of 
the Napidan's six-pounders, landed In 
water neck deep and got stuck In the 
marshes to the south, consequently 
they were unnule to cooperate with tbe 
other troops. 


A hundred non-combatants in car- 
riages drawn by ox teams escaped to 
the south unmolested. The enemy re- 
moved about twenty-five of their kill- 
ed and wounded and also took with 
them forty Spanish prisoners. Thirty 
of the latter. Including five women, 
were rescued by the Americans and 
comeryed to Manila. 


Cnlambn, which Is on the lake, Is a 


position of strategic Importance, nnd 
will be permanently garrisoned. Gen. 
Lawton and his wlte and son were In- 
terested witnesses of the nffalr from 
ii'lnunch, and were under firo. Lieut. 
Lai-pen, commanding the Napldan, dis- 
covered the Otalpvn, a lost Filipino 
gunboat, partly dismantled and con- 
cealed by tish traps covered with bam- 
boos. 
' Tho American loss wns four nien 
killed and eleven wounded. 


Gen. Lawton. on board the Napidan, 


visited Las Banas, to the south of 
CalAtnba. He found there- a deserted 
Spanish hospital for rheumatics with 
hot spring and marble baths, which 
he recommends to the use of the army. 
Prof. Worcester of the American Com- 
mission accompanied Gen. Lawton and 
congratulated him on his discovery.

They say not a word about the Span- 
lard* or the German*, but simply ask 
to be taken under the folds of the Stars 
and Stripes. The petition was for- 
warded to the President.

The whitecaps then 
seized the elders and dragged them 
away. Nothing has since been heard 
of them, but It is generally believed 
that the three men were lynched.

Chattanooga, Teun., July 28.—Matt 


Stanford, one of the most prominent 
white farmers in Washington County, 
shot aud instantly killed Preston Car- 
son on the public road, and then went 
to his victim's home and fired five 
shots into the bouwe through the front 
door. The shots hit two of Carson's 
children, four and six years old. The 
jouuger will probably die. Stanford 
fled, but was captured and taken to 
Jonesborough and locked up. The men 
had quarreled over a trival matter.

Prof, Dowkins In his work, "Early 


Man Ju Britain," says that the cave 
men and women wore gloves, reaching 
even to the elbows, thu« anticipating 
the twenty-buttoned kids that adorn 
the modern dame and demoiselle. 
Now, 
according to geology and the 


scientists., th« cave people lived 100,- 
000 years r.go, so it may be seen how 
ancient the glove Is. Neither shoes 
nor hats go back »o far. 


When we come to historic times 


there is no literature that does not 
mention gloves and the Bible contains 
many references to them. The early 
Christian fathers considered them [a 
be a mark of effeiuiuacy aud preached 
against their use, tout it availed noth- 
ing against fashion's decree, a thing 
that lias often happeneJ since when 
the pulpit undertook to direct what 
should be worn in the pews. By and 
by, somewhere about the tenth cen- 
tury, the clergy began to wear gloves 
also, aud the episcopal glove is now a 
material p..rt of lite bisuop's insignia. 
The episcopal glove, with its tassel 
or tUft of silk, ifi well seen on the 
effigy of one of the archbishops in 
Canterbury 
Cathedral. The monks 


themselves became ^the earliest glove- 
makers in Europe. 


In coronation cci emonials the glove 


always bore a conspicuous part, the 
champion kniglu throwing down a 
glove as a challenge to any ont> who 
would question the right of the new 
sovereign to the throne. The new 
king or queen was also presented with 
a right-hand glove, with which to 
grasp the sceptre v>f the kingdom. 


There is a good fleal about gloves in 


Shakespeare. Master Klouder in "The 
Merry Wives" swears by his gloves. 
"By this white glove," protest? Byron 
in "Love's Labor Lost." "Oh, that I 
were a glove on that hand that 1 
might touch that check," Mghou llo- 
meo as he gazed upon Juliet in the 
balcony. 


One of the amusing scones in "Henry 


V." turn upon tide exchange of gloves 
between Williams and the king The 
latter subsequently gives the glove he 
received to Pluellixu, the Welshman, 
and when >>'llliamfi conies up au<l spies 
his glove in Flue-Han's cap he gives 
him the promised box on the ear. The 
king enters, the quarrel is explained, 
and Williams is presented with a glove 
full of crowns. 
/ 


A curious Roman custom is shown 


by 
Shakespeare 
In 
"Coriolanus," 


where the women of Rome fling gloves 
upon the hero us he enters the city 
returning from bin • victory over the 
Volsciaus. 


From the earliest times the glove 
has been esteemed a token of love, a 
pledge of honor and a gage of battle. 
The old luilghls threw down the 
gauntlet or the glove iu token of de- 
fiance and as a challenge to combat, 
and the custom is still expressed 
rhetorically in the speeches ut the 
Bar and }n the forum. Benton sneer- 
iugly rebuked Webster for refusing to 
take up the glo\e that Hayne had 
metaphorically thrown down in the 
Senate chamber, a rebuke he soon re- 
gretted when Webster made his cele- 
brated reply to llayne. 


This use of the glove as a mode of 


defiance probably originated in the 
necessity for removing the glove from 
the good right hand in order to obtain 
a better grip upon a weapon. 


Gloves have always been a favorite 


gift at the time of betrothals and wed- 
dings, as well as at other times, and 
some times they are lined with gold 
to make them more precious. It was 
with these gold linings that Lord 
Chancellor Bacon frequently received 
them, much to his subsequent shame 
and dishonor. Bacon should have fol- 
lowed the example of his great pre- 
decessor, Sir Thomas More, who, when 
a grateful suitor presented him with a 
pair of gloves filled with gold com, 
i-eplied: "The gloves 1 accept, but the 
lining you will be pleased otherwise 
to bestow.'.' 


COLOR OF RAGE. 


Dl»cov«ry That R*d Affect* Men Sim- 


ilarly to Animal*. 


Why does the bull so strongly object 


to a red rag? While the professional 
physiologists do not, as yet, appear to 
have found any satisfactory explana- 
tion of the fact, a French manufactur- 
er of photographic materials professes 
to have discovered that bulls are by no 
means the only members of the animal 
kingdom who are excited by anything 
red.

The monastery of Solovetstc in Arch- 


angel, Russia, is inclosed on ever> 
side by a wall of granite boulders, 
measuring nearly a mile in circumfer- 
ence, and is the best- protected in the 
world. The monastery itself is very 
strongly, fortified, being supported ,by 
round and square towers thirty feet 
In height, with walls twenty feet > in 
thickness. The monastery consists in 
reality of-six churches, which are com- 
pletely filled -with statuses of all kinds 
and precious stones. Upon the wallsand 
the towers surrounding these churches 
are mounted huge guns, which in the 
time of the Crimean war were directed 
against the British White Sea squad- 
ron. The monks ,who inhabited the 
monastery at that time marched In 
procession on the granite walls while 
the shells were flying over their heads, 
to prove how little they feared the at- 
tack of the British fleet. Ten thou- 
sand pilgrims come annually to Solo- 
vetsk from all parts of liussia to view 
the churches and^the relics. They are 
conveyed in^ steamers commanded aud 
manned solely by monks. 


Flower's Experience In Congress 
The }ate Roswell,P. Flower, of New 


York, used to tell some amusing stories 
of his Congressional experience. 


"The House of Representatives is the 


only place I ever got into where money 
didn't count," he remarked the last 
time I saw him, two months or more 
before his death. "A rich man is act- 
ually handicapped there. 
In the first 


place, a country member is naturally 
prejudiced against the Representatives 
from the city, particularly those from 
New York city. They seem to think 
tb.at the New Yorkers are a lot of high- 
waymen. You find the same spirit in 
national conventions and State legis- 
latures, and the fact that a city dele- 
gation wants something is a good rea- 
son why a countryman should vote 
against It. 
The easiest way to kill a 


bill in Congress is to have the New 
York Chamber of Commerce send In a 
memorial asking its passage. 
Then 


every countryman will vote against it 
sure. 


"When the city memibar is rich that 


makes him all the worse. 
During the 
first session 1 was in Congress I spent 
more than $10,000 -trying to convince 
my fellow members of the House of 
Representatives that 1 was a good fel- 
low. 
I gave them dinners and wine 


and picnics and set it up lor them every 
chance I got, and while they enjoyed it 
as much as anybody, it only made them 
suspicious. Tuey could no-t understand 
why I should spend my money enter- 
taining them without some base motive 
behind it. 
I was a city man represent- 


ing a country district. 
In other words 


I was a wolf in sheep's clothing, aud 
they were very shy of me, 
T didn't 


ask anything of anybody. I only wan- 
ted to be popular and give the boys a 
good time, but the more I spent on 
them the worse they got. 


"Toward the close of the first ses- 


sion," continued Mr. Flower, "after ev- 
erybody in the House had accepted my 
hospitality and drunk my wine and 
eaten my terrapin, I tried to get a bill 
passed—a hill giving a pension of $12 
a month, to a poor old woman up in my 
district, whose husband and son had 
died during the war. 
The cost of one 


of my dinners would have paid her that 
pension all the rest of her life. Some- 
how I couldn't get that bill up for a 
long time, and when I did get it up 
pretty nearly everybody on the Demo- 
cratic side voted against it. 
I went 


over to Joe Blackburn and I said: 
'Joe, why in the old Harry don't you 
fellows vote for my bill?' and he took 
me over in the corner and gave some 
good advice. 
He opened my eye^ to 


the siUiation, but I didn't believe him. 
I could not conceive that the Democrat- 
ic members of that House were such 
confounded fools as to suspect me of 
trying to play them for suckers, and 
I says, 'Here, Joe, you take that bill 
and see if you can get it through.' 
Darned if he didn't call it up the next 
day during the morning hour, and it 
passed without objection; but if they 
had known it was my bill it wouldn't 
have got a vote. 
"This feeling wore off after a while. 


They found out that I wasn't a high- 
wayman or a conspirator, but just an 
ordinary good fellow." 


THE SALMON'S LEAP.; 


REMARKABLE-ACROBATIC FEATS PER-; 


FORMED BY THIS FISH- 


Ono Obiervcr Recorded a Spring of Eight- 


c«u Fact—The Height Thnt Cau be At- 
tained DepetuU fTpon the Build ot the 
Creature—Speed Koqulred at the atuJ-t. 
A few years ugo in a fisherman's 


nook iu London, we were discussing 
the height to which, a salmon could 
leap, aud an Uuglishmun stated that 
he had known salmon to make a clean 
leap of twenty feet perpendicularly. 
This was questioned by a Scotchman 
present, who said that he had been 
on many a salmon fiver and had never 
yet seen the salmon that could clear 
ten feet perpendicularly. Several dif- 
ferent views were expressed upon the 
suojeet and since that tune 1 have 
taken occasion to measure falls iu 
several rivers when* salmon were leap-' 
ing, for the purpose of determining 
how far a salmon can leap. 


The question allows of some elabora- 


tion, and several important factors 
must be taken into 
consideration. 


First, the character of the "take-off," 
or, in other words, the water from 
which the salmon starts below the 
falls. It ne c~u start from a quiet, 
deep pool or eddy just below the fulls 
he can make a much higher leap than 
it he must start from broken water or| 
shallow Mater. In some rivers salmon 
are much longer a&d slenderer than in 
others, and the slander salmon make 
much higher leaps than the more ro- 
bust ones. A fresh run salmon may- 
be so fat that he Is clumsy, and not 
able to do his btst at leaping, but 
after three or four weeks spent in the 
river he may perform some remark- 
able aciobatic feats. 


In the Washecootal river I have seen 


salmon thrown back time and again 
frpm a leap of about six feet, and do 
not remember ev*r having seen a 
salmon make more than an eight-foot 
leap in that river. On the Olomana 
river I have seen salmon thrown back 
repeatedly from a leap of ten feet, 
but having been foiled several times in 
succession these tiuh jumped approxi- 
mately fourteen fe<»t on two occasions, 
and sixteen feet in one instance, while 
I was watching them. On the Kegash- 
ka river 1 have see-0 salmon leap about 
twelve fee., but In this river the leap- 
Ing place was net vhere I could meas- 
ure the height of tile chosen spot. On 
the Coal liver, Newfoundland, salmon 
seem to have difficulty in clearing 
eignt feet of the fall, and this is due 
probably to the character of the rocks 
beneath the fall, but as the water 
from which they leaped was white 
water I could not see the character of 
the "take-off." On the north branch 
of the Humber river salmon were leap 
ing very much higher with eas,e over 
falls similar in character to those of 
the Coal river.

The salmon 
iu this river are not large, and the 
adult tish weigh quite unltormly from 
eight to ten pounds; but they are vei-y 
slender and have tremendously broad 
tails. A photograph of one of those 
salmon of ten pounds weight placed by 
the side of a sea trout of four and a 
half pound's weight shows the breadth 
of tall and the more graceful outlines 
of the salmon of this river, I measur- 
ed the height to which the salmon 
were leaping, app«»ximatel.v, by stand' 
ing above the falls and letting rnv line 
run from the top o» the falls into the 
pool below, and this line was marked 
with kiiott. three feet apart, so that 
•\v hlje^the distances were not measured 
accurately, I was able to determine 
that most of the salmon leaping in 
the fallss at this point were making a 
leap of about twelve feet. Salmon' 
would occasionally leap far past this 
chosen spot into another spot, which 
was approximately eighteen feet from 
the pool below. 


Reducing the question to one of 


mechanics we may estimate that a 
salmon of ten pounds weight leaping 
from a still pool requires an initial ve- 
locity at the moment of leaving the 
water of eighteen miles an hour m 
order to have momentum sufficient to 
carry him twelve feet perpendicularly. 
A velocity of t\yenty-thre« miles au 
hour is required for carrying this 
same fish eighteen feet perpendicu- 
larly..
